Heartlee Pittman 0et bond was set at 


$1,500. 

Jail records show that Pit- 
tman was released on bond 
less than an hour after her 
booking.

Heat stroke or sun 
stroke — the most serious 
heat-related illness, a life- 
threatening problem, may

perature, red, hot and dry

Registration for both the 
Fall semester and Term 1 
are now open with the first 
day of classes set for Aug.

“Being the largest class 
that we’ve had in the last 
few years, it’s really en- 
couraging to us because it 
is a full circle moment,” she 
said. ““We’re able to see all 
those recruiting efforts and 
admissions responsibilities 
come to a close, but it’s an 
exciting beginning for the 
students who are starting 
their Trojan journey.” 

Held each summer, IM- 
PACT welcomes incoming 
transfer students, freshmen 
and their parents to the 
Troy Campus for a series 
of informational sessions 
and a night of fun at Butter 
and Egg Adventures.

*** This week will begin the first in a series of 
previews of the schedules for area football teams, and first 
on the list are the Elba Tigers. The Tigers rolled to a region 
title and an 11-1 record last season, and while the schedule 
will simply be a reversal of last year’s slate, it does provide 
some interesting food for thought for Tiger fans. 

Local fans will get a treat to kick off the schedule as 
Elba will host cross-county rivals New Brockton in week 
one and Kinston in week two, and while the Tigers own a 
14-1 all-time record against the Gamecocks and a perfect 
6-0 record against the Bulldogs, anytime county rivals 


take the field against each other the fans get to talk trash - 


and look to get bragging rights for at least a year. After 
the opening two games against county rivals, the Tigers 
will hit the road for four straight games against Houston 
County, Brantley, Providence Christian and Red Level, 
which in many cases would spell danger for even the best 
of teams. Being on the road means loading a bus for a 

' long road trip, packing pads and equipment in a trailer, 
many times getting dressed in a smaller dressing room, 
and often times having to adjust to different officiating 
crews. Life on the road can be tough, and being on the 
road for four straight weeks can definitely be a challenge. 
A much-needed home game against a very talented team 
from Georgiana will break the road trip, followed by the 
final regular season road test at high-scoring Florala. The 
final two games of the regular season will be at home 
against new region rivals Pleasant Home and McKenzie, 
and while the Tigers have enjoyed success against both 
teams, anything can happen, especially late in the season 
due to injuries, which could make both games crucial to 
their region success.

*** Now that summer basketball workouts have ended 
the Elba Lady Tigers are using the court daily as they 
prepare for the upcoming season. The Elba girls have three 
teams (junior high, junior varsity and varsity) with over 
thirty players taking part, which shows an amazing interest 
in the sport at such a small school. I know they will put in 
a lot of long hours to get ready and are dedicated to having 
a winning team. 

*** The recent Supreme Court ruling that began an 
era of legal sports betting across the nation gave the states 
the right to establish their own sports wagering laws, and 
while it is now legal to bet on all pro and college sporting 
events, the NFL, NBA, MLB and NHL all adopted rules 
that banned their players from betting on games involving 
their own teams, as well as placing bets while at team 
facilities. Apparently not all of the players understood the 
tules, since so far this summer three players have been 
barred indefinitely and a fourth has been benched for six 
games. The latest suspensions bring the’total to six being 
banned for at least one season and three getting six-game 
suspensions. The NFL did state it found no evidence of any 
games being affected by betting, which is legal, but against 
league policy. As long as sports betting is legal people will 
bet, just look at the former baseball coach at the University 
of Alabama. Just another headache for the world of sports! 

*** In closing.... Major League Baseball announced 
its starting lineup for the upcoming All-Star game with 
the Braves and Dodgers both putting three players in the

Elba Tigers face challenging schedule that 
includes four straight early road battles 


For a team that has claimed a total of 7 state 
championships and 21 region championships, has posted 
a combined record of 21-3 the past two seasons and was 
ranked #1 in the state for eight weeks last season in rolling 
to an 11-1 record, it looks like no schedule could strike 
fear into its players or fans! 

While fear may not be the correct word, Elba Tiger fans 
are at least leery about the 2023 football schedule that 
includes two of the first five games against 3A opponents 
and a third against a 1A power with 4 state titles and 32 
region crowns, not to leave out the fact that four of the 
opening six games will be on the road. _ 

“We certainly have a very challenging schedule again 


.this season and with four of the first six games on the 


road we will have to be ready early in the season for 
the adversities that can come with playing on the road,” 
said Elba Tiger head coach Mare Sieving. “We were 
undefeated in the regular season a year ago, which means 


we will have a target on our back each and every week, — 


no matter the opponent. We played a 2A opponent and a 
5A opponent back in the spring to help us prepare for the 
summer, and while the schedule will be challenging, it is 
a challenge we look forward to.” 

Following is a preview of the 2023 Elba Tiger football 
schedule : 


August 25 — New Brockton 

The Tigers will kick off the season at home against the 
3A New Brockton Gamecocks. Elba has a 14-1 overall 
record against New Brockton, has won ten straight 
meetings and during that run has averaged 41 points a 
game and recorded four shutouts. The Gamecocks will be 
under the direction of first year coach Jason Barnett, and 
have struggled to three straight losing seasons, including 
an 0-10 record last season. 


September 1 — Kinston

September 15 — at, Brantley 

The Tigers will be back in region play for the third 
straight week when they travel to Brantley for a key region 
encounter against the Brantley Bulldogs. Elba owns a 
33-12 series edge over the Bulldogs, and while it has won 
three of the past four games, Brantley owns an 8-5 edge 
over the past thirteen meetings. Coach Roland Jones will 
enter his sixth year as the head man at Brantley and has led 
the Bulldogs to 46 wins the last four years.

Coach Kenny Keith will 
enter his twelfth year at the helm for the Eagles, which 
have struggled to three straight four win seasons after 
winning a total of 22 games in 2018-2019.
